The figures of births and deaths rhown in this statement 
Jur week ending the llfch August, 1951, relate to 184 
towns with an estimated population of 24,666 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 236 and their population is 
.20,440 thousands. Thus 18% of the total number of towns 
representing 84% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 17,452 and 8,436 representing birth and 
death rates of 36 ’8 and 17 - 8 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

( 4) States (Parts A <i> C ) — Tho data here relate to 166 
towns with an estimated population of 21,783 thousands. 
Information about Assam and Bihar oould not bB 
included. The total number of towns is 202 and their 
population is 25,128 thousands. Thus 82% of the total 
number of towns representing 87% of the total population 
is covered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 15,762 and 7,781. representin'/ birth and 
death rates of 37 -6 and 18 ‘6 per thousand of population 


respectively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 

The towns of .Pandharpur in Bombay and Nelloro and 
Tanjore in Madras recorded high death rates of 56 ■ 2, 65 ■ 2 and 
5 2- 7 per thousand of population respectively. In Pandhnr- 
pur, tjre high death rate was largely due to deaths from fevers 
and respiratory diseases, and in Nellore and Tanjore, the high 
de ith rates were not due to any one of the specified onuses. 

( B ) States (Part B), — The data hero relate to 19 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,883 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 34 and their population is 4,312 thou- 
sands. Thus 56% of the total number of, towns representing 
67% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,690 and 
654 representing birth and death rates of 30 "5 and 11-8 
per thousaud of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
